Shortly after » o'clock Tuesday 
morning an alarm of fire called the 
lire department to f»ll Retchum atreet, 
the residence of Dnniel It Trumbley. 
After a hard fight the fire was gotten 
under control. On entering a bedroom 
down stairs, Mrs. Trumbley was found 
lying on the bed with her feet partially 
burned. Her throat was cut from ear 
to ear. and the bed clothing was cov- 
ered with blood. 

At the foot of the bed was found her 
baby. The child had evidently lieen 
smothered, as no marks of violence 
were found on the body. 

Trumbley is about 28 years of age. He 
was formerly a prosperous fish dealer, 
and afterward went Into the lumber 
business. For the past two years he 
has been showing evidence of in-unity. 
After cutting his wife's throat Trum- 
bley saturated the bed clothing w ith 
kerosene and then set fire to it 

Trumbley had another child, a boy 
of ten years, whom he left at the BOHM 
of his grandfather Monday evening. 
This uas the last seen of the murder- 
er. After the discovery of the crime 
Tuesday morning search wus begun 
for Trumbley. and at 11:30 o'clock his 
body was found in a well at Essexville. 
a suburb of Hay City. He had com- 
mitted suicide by drowning.
